MRS. OWEN REFUSES TO BE A LAME DUCK 
Ruth Bryan Owen, the gifted daughter of the late William Jennings 
Bryan, in conceding the Democratic Congressional nomination to her 
opponent in her Florida district, announces that she will resign from 
the House on ihe first of December, as she does not believe in “lame- 
duck” offieeholding. 
She will be mLssed in W’ashmgton because she 
combined real ability with a natural aptitude for public life. 
She also 
has that elusive quality which we call charm—something not easy to de­ 
scribe. but which makes itself felt in a positive manner. 
It may seem 
strange that such a woman should not be returned to Congress; but it 
appears that Mrs. Owen got on the wrong side of the Prohibition issue in 
her district for the time being. 
But the novel part of Mrs. Owen's case Ls her announced inten­ 
tion of quitting on December 1, instead of serving through the short ses­ 
sion w hich lasts until the following March. 
Feeling that she no longer 
represents the sentim ents of her constituents, she refuses to hold the 
title or to continue to draw her pay. 
That is a bold decision and re­ 
quires courage. 
It is likely to increase the good opinion which many 
A m ericans have for her. 
It also calls attention to the fact that the 
C onstitutional Amendment which aims to abolish lame ducks and change 
the date of Presidential inaugurations is now in course of adoption. Hav­ 
ing been passed by both branches of Congress, it is being submitted to 
the states for their action. 
So far it has been accepted by practically 
every legislature w hich has considered it. 
It is evident that sentim ent is all but unanimous in favor of the 
abolition of the lame ducks. 
Under the present system nearly thirteen 
months elapses between the time a member of Congress is elected and 
the date on w’hich he takes his seat. 
Under the terms of the amend­ 
ment it will only be about two months. 
It will make a marked differ­ 
ence in many ways. 
For instance, if the present House of Representa­ 
tives had assembled soon after the election the Republicans would have 
organized the House. But deaths of members and special elections caused 
just enough changes to throw the responsibility upon the Democrats.
